And if we lay they 
crucified Chriſt, and therefore we hate & abhorre them, 
cuen to the third and fourth generation, that is to ſay, 
their poſteritie for ever : ſo doe vve daily by our crying 
finnes , een crusifie azaine the Lord Ieſus, they but once & 
unvvittingly ( as S. Peter teſtifieth ) vve often, and that 
both vvittingly, and vvillingly, to our greater condemna- 
tion, in reſpect of the fulnes of knowledge vve haue in the 
Meſſiah. This is that fulnes of the Gentiles , alreadie come 
in ( vyhereof the Apoſtle long ſince prophecied ) as in

We arefallen ' 
from the names of Chriftians, given to the Primitiue 
Church, to be baptized into newe names ; Anabaptiſts , 
Armanians, Lutherans , & id genus farine - Corne I may 
not call them, but chafte : yea rather tares ſprung up with 
Mar. 13.24» the ggod corne , overſpreading, and overtopping it too in 
many places: but both muſt growe tegether till the harveſt, 
Yea our fulnes and nicenes ts ſuch, as we can taſt no ma- 
ner of meat almoſt, but what ſome curious cooks for the 
nonce provide for us : cycric one muſt haue a cooke for 
his owne palate. .

It is often repeated in your Talmud rhat-one Elias left this 
tradition, that the world ſhould endure fix thouſand yeares, that 


is two thouſand before the lawe, two thouſand-under the Jawe, 8& 


two thouſand, atter that vnder the Meſſiah. Whichlaſt two-thou- 
land yeares , by all compuration-could not begin-much from the 
birth of Ieſus. And your Rabbins long fince.complayned in'that 


their Talmud , that there ſeemed to them in thoſe dayes ſeaven 
hundreth and odde yeares paſt ſince the Meſſiah by the Scripture 
ſhould haye appeared;and therefore they doe marieyle why God 
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ſolonge, deferreth the ſame much more then may ye maryel yp 
on whome the ends of the world are come.” 18 
An other obſervation cabaliſticall they have vpon thoſe words 
of Ila. 9: 7: T heincreaſe of his goverment and peace ſhall bavenoend , 
where ths Hebrew word is lemarbch ſignifying to increaſe or 
multiply ad multiplicandum: In which. worde, becaulc they finde 
mem to be {hut which is nor viſual in. the middle of a word they 
gather many ſecrets, and amonge other , that keing mem fſig- 
nifieth 600 yeares, fo longe it ſhould be from that time of Iſai, vn- 
ti! the time,of the Meſiiah, which accompt of theirs faileth out ſo 
juſt, that if you xecko the yeares fro Achas King of Inda,in whoſe 
rime Ifay ſpake theſe words, yncil the time of Herod ynder whom 
Chriſt was born,ye ſhall find the niaber to fail in litle or nothing. 
A much like obſervation hath Rabby Moſes.ben Maimon in 
his Epiſtle ro his countrymen the Iewes in Africa concesning the 
time of the Meſfrah, which hethinketh to be paſt according to the 
Scriptures above a thouſand yeares, (he lived about the ycare of- 
Chriſt one thouſand, one hundreth & forty) but that God defer- 
reth his manifeſtation for theire ſinnes , ſince which time, hath 
paſſed almoſt 500. yeares more,and yet yee heare nothing of his 
coming.Confider this yee Iewes of Barbary for to you partly [ce- 
meth this Epiſtle to be written. Will you then [tay [til},and fay fit 
afrer ſo many hundreth yeares paſt and gone, that for your ſinnes 
God deferreth yer his cominge, putting it of from one five hun» 
dreth yeares to another,& fo #1 infinitum? itisall oneas if you ſay, 
that for your ſinnes God hath broken his promiſe nowe, athou- 
fande and fix hundreth yeares, and conſequently it may be for 
your ftnnes the Meſſiah will never come, this mukt be your laſt re- 
fuge,you may aſwell fay the one as the other. Bur howſoever you 
make your ſelves finfull, yea out of meaſure ſinful, yet lzt God be 
tuft and righteous 1m his promiſe (as itis written ) make not him a 
lyer as you have done hitherto. 3,

They were read 

in Churches throughout all Countries and nations , expounded 

preached and taught by all Paſtors, and Commentaries made up- 

on them by holy Fathers from tyme to tyme. So that no doubr 

can be made at all, eyther of the Authorictie of them, as originally 

and immzdiately proceeding from the Holy Ghoſt , or of the cer- 

taintie : but that we haue the veric ſame incorrupt,as the Authors 

left them, for that it was impoſſible for any enemic to corrupt ſo 

manie copies over the world , without diſcoveric and reſiſtance, 

And thus much tor the cregite and authoritie of our Evangeliſts. 


T he confeſſion of Martyrs. 


Ow for the Martyrs ( or witneſſes ) appoynted by God, for 
the ſealing 8& deliveric of this do&rine of the Goſpel of our 
Lord and Saviour Teſus Chriſt to all the world, they were firſt and 


principally his owne Apoltes and Diſciples, ow ye are Wimeſſes of x15. 43. 
theſe things : Who both heard his doRrine,and ſawe his myracles: 

as S. Iohn teſtifieth : that which wee haue heard , which we haue ſeene 1; \ 
with our eyes &c. T hat f ſay, which we haue ſeene and heard declare we WATT 
witoyou. AndS, Peter , For we foll wed no deceiueable fables when we , pet; 16, 
opened wito youthe power and comming of ow Lord feſua Christ , but with 

our eyes we ſawe bis majeftie. This doarine (I ay ) of the glorious 

Goſpel of our Lord and Saviour, Whereof they were {6 fully perſwaded , Luk. r, x, 
they did notonely profeſſe it with their mouthes , yea ener before An 
Kings, and were not aſhamed , as God ſayth to Pa ul,s thou haſt teftified _, - T (Ny ; 
of me in Jeruſalem, 6 muit thou beare witnes alſs at Rome : thou muſt be  *' © 
brought before (ſr : but in witnes thercof they gaue up their liues, 

and by their deaths ſealed and delivered to the world the truth of 

that which in their lines they profefled, they haue ſealed that God 

is true : Theſe are witneſſes worthy ro be beleeyed,theſe are Mar- 

tyres. Next to theſe are all thoſe holy Diſciples of theirs, all 


choſe holy confeſſors of the Primitive Church put to death mo 
mol! 
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_ moſt exqufire tormente, under thoſe crucll Roman tyrants, dn- 
ring thoſe tenne famous perſecutions upon record,called the ren. 
pertecurions, Curexcchen , in reſpec of the rage, furie and cruchie 
thereof: and ail againſt poore, harmeles, and innecent, C hriſtt- 
{ ans, dayly ro'n2 1n pieces, & butchered by thoſe wolues, as ſheep 
b app-nted for the flavghter : ( whereof ovr Saviour 1+ ng before 
Mat.1s.zs, had forewarned his Diſciples : Behold 1 ſnd 10u as lambes cmong 
Rev.s,s, Wolurs, ee. perſecuted, euen to the death, for rhe Werdeof God ,, ar:4 
| for the reit1morize which they mw1teiued. In vyhichextreame & mcſt 
* incredible ſuftcerings of Chritijans three points are vvrorthic of 
great confideration. The firit, vwhat infinire mul:icudes of «ll 
eſtates, conditions, ſexes, qualities-and age C1d i fer dayly tor te- 
ftimornite of this truth. Thefccond, what intolictable and unac- 
_ cuſtumed rorments, not hcard of in theworid bc fure , were Eerie 
ſed by tyrants. for atfiieting this kind of people. Thirdly , and 
i laſtly , what invincible courage and unfſp elable alzcritic ibeſe 
Chriftiansſhewed in bearing out theſe aif}& ons a1 d torments, 
which the enemies themſtlues could not atitibuic , but to ſome 

divine powte and ſapernaturall aſtiſtance.

T he ſubjeftion of Spirits, 

Nother confidcration tolloweth of tits divine powre & oMm- 
nipotencie,declared and exerciled upon the ſpirits infeinall, 

which in theſe dayes ſpake in the oracles, and til) that time had 

- poſſefſed and deluded all nations. H-: arc the complaint of one of 

—_—_ them : Het mii, corgen-tſcite, kermiki, het wihi, oraculorum deficit me 
oo {' OO, ,+7 . elerras, Wot unto me, lament ye with me, woe, woe tO we . for 
C.. thar the honour of oracles-hath now forſaken me. Which wocfull 
complaint is nothing els but a plaine conf-{fion,that Jeſus was ke 

7:ph.z,tr, of whom a prophetſayd divers ages before, He ſhallcorſume «ll the 
| Gods of the earth, und.everre mar ſhail wor ſp him from I us place , tmen all 
whe yles of the Heathen. This confe fied aiſo the wicked ſpirtis theme 
ſelues, when at-Chriſts appearing in ex. rie they. came and did 
their homage to him, and beſoughr him not to affli& or torment 
them before the time, nor command them preſently to returne to 
hell: but rather topermic them ſome litle time of entcrtaine ment 
in the ſea, or mountaines, or among heards of ſwine, or the like; 
which conf. ſhon they made openly before all men , and declared 
=. the {ame afterwards by.their deeds. For preiently upon Chriſt 
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ke death, &npon the preaching of his name & Goſpel through- 
out the world, the oracles in all places ceaſed, whereof the Pocts 
themſclues beare witnes : Cefſant Oracula Delphiss Whereupon Tuven.Sary 
Plurarch, that lived within one hundreth yeeres after Chriſt made #- 
a ſpeciall Treatiſe to ſifte out the cauſes, why the oracles of the 1 da 
Gods ( as they deemed them) were ceaſed in his time, And after gefec 
much turning and winding manie waies, at length reſolved upon oraculor, 
two principall points, or cauſes thereof. The firſt, for that in his 

tyme there was more ſtore of wiſemen then before, whoſe anſwers 

might ſtand in Reede of Oracles : and the other, for that perhaps 

the Spirits accuſtumed to ycelde Oracles, were by length of ryme 
growenold and dead. Both which reaſons, in the common 

ſence of all men muſt needs be falfe: & by Plutarch himſelf cannot 

ſtand with probabilicie. For firſt in his books, which he wrote of 

the lines of auncient famous men, he confeſleth, that in ſuch kind 

of wiſdome as he mofteſteemed, they had not their equals non 

their poſteritie, Secondly, in his Treatiſe of Phyloſophie he pal- 
ſech it for a ground, that Spirits can nor dye or waxe old. And 

therefore of neceſlitie there muſt be ſome other cauſe yeelded of . 

the ccaling of theſe Oracles : which can not be but the preſence, 

and commandement of ſome higher power : according to that 

faying of S. Iohn : for to this end and purpoſe appeared the ſonne of God, 1 Toh, 1.Y 
to wit, that, he might deſtroy the Works of the drvel. Neyther did Iclus | 
this alone in his owne perſon, bur gaue alſo powre and authort- 


tie to his diſciples, and followers, ro doe the like : according to 


that their commiſſion in the Goſpel : T hen called be the trrclue Di- ph 9,7 


fo iples together, and gaue them powre and authoritre over ali arvils,r. And 


not only to theſe twelue did he giue this abſolute powre and au- 
taoritie over uncleane Spirits, but to the reſt likewiſe : as may ap- 
peare in the next chapter following, upon the returne of their 
commuſiiOn : eAnd the ſeauentie returned with joy ſaymg : Lord eutn cha.no,17; 
the Divils are ſubdued to us throwh thy name. And be ſayd unto them , 7 


ſawe Sathan lik lyhtining fall downe from heaven : and fo renueth their 


commiliion, ſaying Behold 1 gue u1;to you powre 10 tread on Serpents 65 


ſcorpions, and over all the power of the enemne :(that is ro (ay, the Divil) 
revertheleſſe(ſayih he) m this rejoyce not , that, the Spirits are ſubdutd 
unto y9u, but rather rejoyce becauſe your names are are \Yiitten in heanen. 


And this auchoririe over the fpirits infernall given by Ieſus to his 


{Diſciples in the primitive Chuxch,extended it (elite (o far, that not 
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onely theire words and commaundements, but even theire verſe 


preſence, did ſhut the mouthes and drive into feare, the miſerable 


ſpirits: as both LaQantius, and others doe witneſle, whence it 
proceeded, that inall ſacrifices, coiizurations,and other myſteries 


- of the gentiles, there was brought in that phraiſe, recorded by

molt earneſtly endeavoured to empugne ys Chriſtians, & to hold 
vp the honour of hs entcebled Idols, yer diſcourfing of the 
great plague thatreigned moſtturiouſly in the citie of Meſſinain 
Cicite, where he dwelt, yeeldeth this reaſon, why Aeſculapius the 


God of phy{ick (much adored in t hat place was notable to help 


them in that extremitie.It 1s no merveile (ſaith he) if this citie ſo 
many yeares be vexea with che plague, ſ{ceing that both Acſcyla- 


. pius, and all other Gods, be now departed trom it, by the com- 


ming of Chriſt1ans:for fnce that men have begun. toworſhip this 


Jeſus, we could never obtainc any -.prophet by our Gods. Thus 


much cofcfled this patrone of paganiſme,concerning the mayme 
that his Gods had receives, by the power and comming of our 


Lord Iefus Chriſt, which albeit he ſpake with a malicious minde 


to bring Chrilttans in hatred,yet 1s the confeſſion notable, & con- 
frmerh that ſtorie ; which Plutarch in his forcnamed book doth 
report: that in the latter yeares of the reigne of the Emperour Ti- 
berius, a ſtrange voice,and exceeding horrible clamor, with hide- 
ous cries, {kryches, and howlings, were heard by many, 1n the 
Grecian ſca: complayning; that the grear God. Pan was now depar- 
ted. And this aithrmeth Plucarch (that was a gentilr) to have been 
alicadzed and approved, betore the Emperour Tyberits, who 
merveyled greatly thereat, and could not by all his diviners , and 
ſouthſayers, whontne called to that conſuJrtation, gather out any 


reaſonable meaning of this woderfull accident. But we Chriftians, . 
comparing tne t:me wherein it happ:ned, vnto the time of Chriſt

of ſome three hunegred yeares, or thercabouts)very fewe,or none, 
eſcaped the manit. ſt [courges of Gods dreadfull juſtice, ſhewed 
upon them at the kni:ting up of their dayes. Whereas ſ11;ce the 
tyme cf Conftantine, ( whiles Emperours have bene Chriſtians 
(as one hath obſcrved )tewe or no ſuch examples can be ſhew cd; 
except upon Tulian the Apoſtata, Valens the Arian Ezreiique, or 
fome other ot | ke detcſtzble , 'and nocorious wickednes. And 
thus much of particular men chatliiſcd by Icſus . But it we defire 
to have a tu lexampie of his juſtice vupqn a whole nation together 
Ict vs conſid. r what befel Iertu{alem and the people of that place 
for their barbarous cruelte,, practiſed vpon him in his death and 
paſſion. And if we belecve Ioſephvs, & Phylo, the lewilh hiſtorio- 
graphcr<;wio lived in thoſe times:1t ca hardly be expr:(N. dby the 
rogue cr pen « f ma, whar infuftcrable calamities, & miſcries, were 
ivfl &.d upon that people preſcntly after his aſſe nlion. Fiſt « f all 
by Pilate their goy:rnour, under Tiber1us, and then againe by 


us, 
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£3, and laſtly by Feſtus and Albinus under Nero. Throvgh whoſe 
cruclcics that nation was inforced at laſt to rebell, and take armes 
againſt the Roman Empire : which was the cauſe of their utrer 
ruine and exterparion by Titus and Veſpaſian. At what time, be» 
ſides the overthrowe of their citie, burning of their temple, and 6+ 
thr infinite diſtreſs: (which Ioſephus an eye witnes, proteſteth, 
that no {p.ach or diſcourſe humane,can declare)the ſame authcur 
likewiſe recordeth , >3 C. M. perſons to have beene flaine, and 
foureſcore and ſeyenrene thowſand .taken alive : who were £t- 
ther put to death atterward in publique triumphes, or ſold opcn- 
ly for bondflavc's, into all partes of the u or}d? And in this vniver=- 

all calamitie of the Iewiſh nation , being the moſt notorious and 

reevous that ever happened to any people or nation eyther be- 

ore or after them (tor the Romances revir practiſed the like upon 
others) it is flagularly to be obſcrved , that in the ſame time, and 
place , in which they put leſus to death before ; that is, in the feaft 
of che Pafcha,when their whole nation was aſſembled ar Ieruſale, 
fron all parts , Provinces, and contries, they received this theire 
moſt pittifull ſubverſion and overthrowe, & that by the hands of 
the Romane Czlar, ro «hom by publique crie they had appealed 


from Icſus not long before. Wee have no kirg but Ceſar . &s. Yea Tohn. 
further it is obſerved, char as they apprehended Icſus, and made 1s. 


the entrance tO his paſlion upon Mount Ohvet, where he vſcd 
much to pray , and aieditate: ſo Titus ( as Joſephus writeth)up6 
the lame Mount, plant«d his fiſt fiege,, for their finall deſtrnRie 
on. And as they lcd Icſus trom Caiphas to Pilate, affliting him 


in their preſence: {o now Wcrec they themſclves.led up.and down, 


from lohn to Simon: ( two ſeditious Capraines within the citie) 
and were ſcourged,and tormented bc fore the tribunall ſeates. A- 
paine as they had cauſed Jeſus to be ſcofted, beaten, and villanouſ 
ly entreated by the ſoldiours, in Pilates Pallauc: ſo were now their 
owne principall rulers :(as loſephus writerh) ni« ſt ſcrornefully a- 
buſcd, beaten and crucified, & that by the fold:crs. Which latter 
point of crucfying.cr viiſanous putting to death upon the crefle, 
was begun to be pradtited by the Ron.ancs, 14 on the Tewiſh gen- 
trie,in-mediarely after Chriſt kis death,and rot before, Ar.d now 
at this rime of the warre, Teſcphrs affirm eth, that in ſome one 


day Fve hundreth ct his na'ion were taken, and put tothis op=

they -had now flaine S. Steyen,and Ss. Iames: and driven into bani- 
ment both Pcter, and Paul, and others that had preached unta 
'the. This the was the providence of God, for the puniſhn:&t of the 


Jews at that time. And ever after their eftate declined fro worſe to 


worle , and their mjſerics daily: multiplied throughout the world. 
Whereof he that will ſee a very tamentable narration,ler him read 
but the laſt book of Ioſephus de bello fudaice, Wherein is reported, 
beſides other things, that after the warre was ended , and all the 


publique ſlaughter ccafed : Tirus ſent threeſcore thowſand; lewes: 


as a preſent to his father to Rome; there to be prt ro death in di- 


_ vers and:{undry manners. Others he applyed- tobe fpectacics for 


paſtime to the Romains that were preſent with him. Where of 1o- 


ſephus ſaith , thar he ſaw wirh his ownecyecs two thowſand & five 


hundred raurtbered and.conſumed in one day , by fight, and c6- 
barc among themſelves, and with wilde beaſts, at the Emperors 


appointment . Others were alfigned in Antioch, and other great 
- erties, rOferye for fapgors in their famous bonefires , at rimes 


ef triumph. Others were fold to be bondflaves. Others condem- 
ned to dig,and hew ſtones torcycr. And this was the end of that 
war , and deſolation .

ſcore thonſand of them in one day. At which time afſo he bcat 
downe the citie of Ieruſalem, in ſuch ſort, as he left not one ſtone

He droue out all the progente and offpring of the: 1ryevul AW 
Iewes forth of all thoſe countries, with a perpetuall law confir- | 
med by rhe Emperor , that they ſhould neyer returne, no nor ſo 
much as looke back from any high or-eminent place, .to that 
countrie againe. And this was donne to the Iewiſh Narion, by the 
Roman Empcrors, for accompliſhing that demand , which their
